Two low bidden, William Horst - 
meyer company of San Francisco 
for Strawberry and Kelley and Pel- 
etz of 8an Francisco for Tam Val­ 
ley, are scheduled to sign thei^ con­ 
tracts with the school district today. 
The trustees will meet in special 
seUion either* tomorrow night or 
Monday to sign their portion of the 
contracts. Their signatures must 
await formal notification from the 
allocations board that the state 
funds are available. 
Jamee also told the board that the 
state cut the district’s overall pro­ 
gram from $691,000 to $427,000, an 
action expected because enrollments 
had not increased as fast as had 
been anticipated. 
He said with the allocations de­ 
ducted for the two schools, there 
would still be $93,837.86 left in the 
district’s fund. 
“Why tfcgy didn’t put us back to 
nothing I don’t know,” James de­ 
clared. “I don’t know what we can 
do with this amount of money. 
Nothing has been done yet on the 
Alto project.” 
A small amount of additional 
funds for school operation also may 


soon be available to the district. 
Average daily attendance records 
last night showed that for the first 
four school months enrollment had 
increased 11.8 per cent over the pre­ 
vious similar period.

The state uses this four-month 
figure for allocation of its “excess 
growth fund.” Last year with an in­ 
crease of 12 per cent, the district 
was awarded approximately $2,900 
for excess growth. 
“We don’t know what we will get 
this year,” declared board chairman 
Wendall Ames. “1$ all depends or 
how our growth compares with the 
districts in the rest of the state.” 
The 11A per cent growth figure 
included a decided dip in enrollment 
for the fourth school month, De­ 
cember 3 to 28. The district had an 
average attendance of 1769.74 stu­ 
dents in the month as compared 
with 1618.21 a year ago, a gain at 
9.4 per cent. 
This gain was well under the 13 
per cent gain reported the previous 
month and included a 31 per cent 
gain in kindergarten pupils. 
The 
first to eighth grade increase wee 
621 per cent. 
Acting school superintendent Ste­ 
phen Parodi blamed the dip in en­ 
rollment on “many moveouts” and 
the cold and wet weather.

Safe, Will Be Razed 


Raincoats and umbrellas offered 
little protection to Marinites caught 
outside in the strong, driving rain 
storms which hit the county off and 
on today. 
“It isn’t even nice weather for 
ducks ” lamented one woman hud­ 
dled in the doorway of a San Ra­ 
fael store waiting for a let up of 
the noon-time downpour. 
But judging from the appearance 
of the football oval on the campus of 
College of Marin the sea gulls were 
enjoying the thick, mist. 
The birds were also found around 
the Larkspur marshes and in the 
Novato area where waterfront resi 
dents dug out their rubber boots in 
readiness for a high tide. 
The tide was scheduled to hit a 
peak of five-feet-nine-inches short­ 
ly before noon. Late morning rain 
runoff covered some San Rafael 
thoroughfares. 
But aside from the dampness 
Marin enjoyed a comparatively mild 
temperature. Thermometers regis­ 
tered 50 at noon at the San An­ 
selmo fire house and only went 
down to 35 degrees during the night 
at Woodacre. 
Officials at three reservoirs in 
Marin welcomed the rain which wtU 
goi far to assure the county a fine 
supply of water during the summer 
months. 
From eight am. yesterday until 
eight this morning gauges at Lag- 
unites dam registered .25 inches of 
waterfall. At Phoenix dam 20 inches 
was on record, and at Alpine 15 
inches was received. In San Rafael 
1.45 Inches was recorded to noon. 
For tomorrow, weathermen fore­ 
casted more rain, more wind, and 
high temperatura.

He 
did not elaborate on the extra space. 
Approval of a $215,129 contract 
for

Strawberry 
school and a $118,675 contract for 
addition to Tamalpais Valley school 
was given by the state board Wed­ 
nesday. 
Two low bidders, William Horst- 
meyer company of San Francisco 
for Strawberry and Kelley and Pel­ 
ete of San Francisco lor Tam Val 
ley, are scheduled to sign thei^ con­ 
tracts with the school district today. 
The trustees will meet in special 
selSion either' tomorrow night or 
Monday to sign their portion of the 
contracts. Their signatures must 
await formal notification from the 
allocations board that the state 
funds are available. 
James also told the board that the 
state cut the district’s overall pro­ 
gram from $691,000 to $427,000, an 
action expected because enrollments 
had not increased as fast as had 
been anticipated. 
He said with the allocations de­ 
ducted for the two schools, there 
would still be $93,837.86 left In the 
district’s fund. 
Why t|ny didn’t put us back to 
nothing I don’t know,” James de­ 
clared. “I don’t know what we can 
do with this amount of money. 
Nothing has been done yet on the 
Alto project.” 
A small amount of additional 
funds for school operation also may 


soon be available to the district. 
Average daily attendance records 
last night showed that for the first 
four school months enrollment had 
increased 11.8 per cent over the pre­ 
vious similar period. 
The state uses this four-month 
figure for allocation of its “excess 
growth fund.” Last year with an in­ 
crease of 12 per cent, the district 
was awarded approximately $2,900 
for excess growth. 
“We don’t know what we will git 
this year,” declared board chairman 
Wendall Ames. “It all depends oa 
how our growth compares with the 
districts in the rest of the state.” 
The 111 per cent growth figure 
included a decided dip in enrollment 
for the fourth school month, De­ 
cember 3 to 28. The district had an* 
average attendance of 1769.74 stu­ 
dents in the month as compared 
with 1618.21 a year ago, a gain of 
9.4 per cent. 
This gain was well under the 12 
per cent gain reported the previous 
month and included a 31 per cent 
gain in kindergarten pupils. 
The 
first to eighth grade increase wis 
6.2 per cent. 
Acting school superintendent Ste­ 
phen Parodi blamed the dip in en­ 
rollment on “many moveouts” and 
the cold and wet weather.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Consolidated Fund Drive 
Would Be Welcomed By All 


H ie Marin Community Chest is at last going 
to give serious,, thorough consideration to a 
plan for combining all cdunty-wide fund drives 
into one. 
This move wiü meet with 
unanimous 
approval, we are wire, from all who have been 
hounded by the hordes of Cbnrfribution-seekers 
who pour across our county each year. Some­ 
times we’re sure that one fund drive isn’t 
finished before the next one begins. 
Most of us have no quarrel with the purposes* 
for which the funds are sought. In fact, the 
purpose« are almost universally accepted as 
worthy and proper—and deserving of financial 
support. 
i 
But we do find fault with the system of being 
dunned every time we turn around, whether 
the cause is worthy or not. 
For most of us, it would be far simpler to 
make one consolidated contribution per year 
for the many agencies which solicit us sep­ 
arately. Wage earners and business firms alike 
could decide how much they can afford to con­ 
tribute, for the year, for such purposes and 
arrange an orderly method of dispersing the 
sum, by month or in a lump sum for the year. 
As a matter of fact, Marin Community Chest 
members were told at their annual meeting the 
other night that in some communities, business, 
industry and labor have jointly ’laid down 
the law” in this regard. They won’t* stand for 
being solicited but once a year. Originally, 
this was the purpose of the community chest, to 
solidt funds once for all organizations. Now the 
reversion to this plan is called United FAnd, 
* Drive. San Francisco will have or« this year. 
Unfortunately, there probably isn’t enough 
time to make ail the advance plans and pre­ 
parations for a consolidated drive in Marin 
county this year. But the plans and prepara 
tions should be started anyhow for the sooner 


this arrangement can be installed here, the , 
better. Certainly, by next year. 
Meanwhile, the presence of a consolidated 
drive ki San Francisco can be counted upon to 
complicate the problems of Marin fund drives 
this year. San Francisco newspapers and radio 
stations can be counted upon to stress the con­ 
solidated drive theme, “Give Once and You’re 
Through.”

Ohe provision that we feel most certainly 
Should be retained in the consolidated drive is 
the right of the individual to ’’earmark”* his 
money for the agencies of his choice.

Undoubtedly some commuters who work in 
the dry and live in Marift will give once in San 
Francisco and consider themselves throtjgh. 
And the Marin community chest will find the 
going tough as a result. But that would seem to 
bq_ only another argument for installing the * 
same system here and conducting the con­ 
solidated drive at die same time. In fact, there 
is always the possibility of a Bay Area con­ 
solidated fund drive, with Marin, Alameda, 
, and Sari Mateo sharing with San Francisco in 
the “take.”

Let us hope that the new officers and direc­ 
tors of our Marin community chest—as well as 
organizations outside tie chest group—will lose 
no time reaching a decision for a consolidated 
drive and that they take immediate steps to 
plad and organize one, if not for 1952, at least 
by next year.

America's Lost. Frontiersmen 
Are Commuters From The Suburbs 


NSW YORK <** — The Daniel 
Boone of today is the suburbanite. 
Be inhabits America's last fron­ 
tier—the suburbs. And it is the 
only frontier in our country’s his­ 
tory that is increasing instead of 
dwindling, 
A suburb is one of those vagus 
populated places you get lost In 
when you drive out of a big city. 
Where they oome from nobody 
knows, but every year motorists 
report more and more of them. 
They usually bear such quaint 
names as Quagmire Heights or 
Swampvilte - on - the-Rappahaa- 
nock. There seems to he no par­ 
ticular reason why they spring up 
in any one place. There is a re­ 
port that once a railroad pulling 
out of a city ¡»used courteously 
to let a oow cross the track. Be­ 
fore the train started up some en­ 
terprising real estate dealer wan­ 
dered by, stuck up a sign saying 
•"Bovine Meadovrs” and started 
selling lots to the passengers. 


SUBURBS VARY, BUT they 
usually have these things in com­ 
mon: an antique store, two liquor 
stores, four real estate offices, one 


taxi you can never get when you 
need it, and a railroad station that 
doses on oold nights whenever the 
ticket* seller sees a lone wayfarer 
who wants to oome in and get 
warm. 
You also usually find a fresh 
cemetery in an old«: suburb be­ 
cause the natives don’t like the 
idea of having the newcomers 
buried beside their own vanished 
kin. They figure it is bad enough 
that they have to live with these 
Johnny-come-latelys — but why 
should a real oldtimer have to 
share his graveyard, too? 
The average suburbanite be­ 
comes one because he feels “the 
city is no place to raise children.” 
So he buys a brightly painted 
home in the suburbs too big for 
a doUhouse and too small to shel­ 
ter a St. Bernard dog. 
Here he and Ids happy swarm­ 
ing brood live in the same kind of 
intimacy and harmony visible in a 
wrestling ring. 


BE BECOMES A PILGRIM be­ 
tween his home in the hinterland 
mid his desk in Up city, and he is 


a prisoner of the railroad that 
links them. 
There are two big 
events in his year—the days when 
they change the timetables and 
provide him 
with new reading 
matter. 
The suburbanite has all the 
pains of a farmer and few of the 
joy» of the urban dweller. 
In 
summer he comes to work bee- 
stung and overborne with poison 
ivy, complaining, ** a new bug 
ruined my garden last night. I 
fed DDT to the bugs and they just 
cried for more.” 
Winter strikes him with a pe­ 
culiar viruler.ee. He finds that the 
only things free in the suburbs is 
air, and sometimes there is too 
much of it after October. But 
when he staggers Into work on 
January mornings, pinching his 
frost-bitten nose and ears, he only 
mutters manfully: 
“My, the fresh air was like wine 
tod y out where I live.” Frozen 
wine!

List Sunday the French Foreign 
Minister, M. Schuman, made a 
speech to a meeting of his party 
at Toulouse in which he invited 
an armistice for Indo-China. Al­ 
though the full text is not avail­ 
able, it is clear from the report 
that he was proposing to open 
negotiations as soon as a Korean 
armistice is concluded. “We are 
probably,” he said, “on the eve 
of an armistice in Korea,” and 
he then went on to state the 
French position: 
“In Indo-China our policy is 
not in the least concerned with 
imperialism or * with 
conquest. 
Without abandoning French inter­ 
ests or those of the associated 
powers (meaning Viet Nam, Laos 
and Combodia) who have given us 
their confidence, , and 
without 
wishing to open doors Ip com­ 
munism, we would not refuse an 
accord which would put an end to 
that 
conflict under 
conditions 
which would be honorable 
for 
France.”

This statement Is not unlike the 
American declaration of policy 
during the MacArthur hearings 
which preceded and led up to the% 
Malik speech proposing an armis­ 
tice.

WHAT M. SCHUMAN SAID 
Sunday does not reflect a sudden 
change in French policy. For 
more than a year the French, im­ 
perial interest in Indo-China has 
been very nearly liquidated. While 
French economic and cultural in­ 
terests remain, the three states, 
which we call Indo-China, are 
moving with the Asian tides and 
will rapidly become as independ­ 
ent as Indonesia or Ceylon or 
Iran. Increasingly, therefore, the 
war in Indo-CJrina has been trans­ 
formed from a French colonial 
war, which it was at the outset, 
into one of the several wars for 
the containment of communism. 
It Is in fact one of t&e three 
fighting fronts for the military 
containment of Communist China, 
—the other twe being the Korean 
and the Formosan. The question 
which we have to consider is whe­ 
ther a cease-fire, or an armistice, 
let alone a peace, could be made 
to work unless it is made to apply 
to all three fronts. 


IF, FOR EXAMPLE. THERE is 
an armistice in Korea while In. 
Indo-China there is a war for a 
decision, the very fact that the 
Chinese are prevented from build­ 
ing up in Korea makes it possible 
.for them and their Soviet suppliers 
to Ipuild up the Communists in 
Indo-China. If Chinese munitions 
are not going to be destroyed in 
Korea because there Is an armis­ 
tice, and are not to be stored in 
Korea because that is prohibited 
by the armistice, then the reserves 
available for Indo-China will ac­ 
cumulate. 
Moreover, as we establish iron­ 
clad sanctions against a renewal 
of tne Korean war—sanctions ef­ 
fective against the Comtiiunists 
ind binding upon ourselves—the 
greater the premium on Chinese 


actions where the guaranties are 
not so ironclad. 
Nor do those 
Chinese actions have to take a 
form which could be dealt with 
by an American threat to bomb 
Chinese cities and to blodkade Chi­ 
nese ports. 
The infiltration of 
guerrillas into the jungles of 
southeast Asia cannot be suppres­ 
sed by the threat to bomb China, * 


THAT IS WHY THE FRENCH 
government is not being defeatist, 
but just lucid and practical, when 
it declares that an armistice in 
Korea should be, followed by an 
armistice In Indo-China. All the 
reasons which led us to believe 
that there is nothing to be gained 
by more fighting in Korea apply 
with equal force in Indo-China. 
That, in any event, is what M. 
Schuman thinks, and M. Schutqsn 
is the Foreign Minister of France, 
and France is doing all the fight­ 
ing in Indo-China. 
It will probably be even harder 
to make an armistice in Indo- 
China than It has been to make 
one in Korea. Not the least among 
the difficulties is that there is not 
a recognizable battle line between 
the opposing armies—a line which 
could become the armistice line. 
That is sure to complicate greatly 
any negotiation. 
But the diffi­ 
culties are not necessarily insuper­ 
able provided the Viet Minh and 
the Red Chinese can be convinced 
that France cannot be defeated 
and expelled by force, and that on 
the other hand France and the 
Western powers are pregami to 
negotiate an armistice which, Uke 
the Korean, must under present 
military conditions mean that 
there is left a buffer state under 
Chinese protection in front of 
thè Chinese frontier. 


THIS IS NOT AN IDE.4Ì solu­ 
tion any more than is the existing 
partition of Korea. But ideal solu­ 
tions, even good solutions, cannot 
be had and must not^be expected 
while the conflict among the great 
powers is so irreconcilable.

Looking back over the Fish and 
Game 
Commission 
meeting 
last 
week, the lack of opposition encoun­ 
tered by proposals for state-wide 
hunters’ choice deer seasons seems 
to be the highlight of the session 
in San Francisco. 
That seems like backing into a 
subject, but the fact is toe game 
management e x- 
perts would not 
have been greatly 
surprised at a real 
storm of protest, 
despite the f a c t 
the proposal is a 
sound one. 
Of oourte, the 
p r o p o s a l s still 
may come when 
the regulations are 
up for final adop­ 
tion at the Los Angeles meeting 
Jan. 25, but that seems unlikely. 
Proteste were registered in San 
Francisco, but most were tentative 
and were explained by saying that 
the sportsmen representatives want­ 
ed to talk it over with their clubs 
before going on record. 
Actually the hunters' choice pro­ 
posal. which would allow hunters 
who had not already connected with 
a buck, to shoot one deer of either 
sex in the three days following the 
regular buck season, is the most pro­ 
gressive step in game management 
proposed for several years. 
Such a season would go far toward 
preventing the need for more spec­ 
ial antlerless hunts; hunters would 
be spread out and avoid the con­ 
centration of the special hunts: the 
herds would be better balanced and 
that In the end would result In im­ 
provement of the quality of the deer 
population. 


GROPING AROUND 
Unless the proposal la adopted, 
California seems destined to go 
through several more years of un­ 
satisfactory groping around in its 
deer management, and the end re­ 
sult will be that the growing deer 
herds will force some such a regu­ 
lation a* an emergency measure, 
A* has been the ease in a number 
of states which have passed their 
deer herd “growing pains." 
In hopes that some of these 
"growing pains" might be avoided 
here, the bureau of game conserva­ 
tion proposed the hunters* choice 
seasons. .A statement explaining 
toe proposal was given out at the 
commission meeting.

Health Of Child Emphasized

clared Dr. J. C. Geiger, speaking in 
a panel discussion on the "Secur­ 
ity of sound health” at the meet­ 
ing of Drake High School Parent 
Teacher 
Association 
Wednesday 
night at the school before an audi­ 
ence of 250 people. 
Dr. Geiger, who had that day 
ended his long service to the City 
and County of San Francisco as Its 
director of public health to accept- 
a similar position with the City of 
Oakland, explained the extensive 
programs carried on by health de­ 
partments for the protection of the 
child. 
The distinguished speaker said: 
“Every child has 
the 
inalienable 
right to be bom of healthy parents, 
and this protection 
should 
start 
from the time of inception." 
He 
told of pre-natal medical care and 
the methods used to protect both 
mother and child at birth. Dr. Gei­ 
ger said: "During the first months 
of the baby’s life he Is inoculated 
against contagious diseases. 
This 
process is repeated at stated inter­ 
vals through school guidance. This 
medical attention provides the child 
with a healthy start. From there on, 
it is up to the parents to do their 
utmost to keep their children well.” 
The pannel discussion followed a 
brief business session of the asso­ 
ciation with Mrs. A. J. Campbell, 
presiding. She then presented Mrs. 
Samuel Levin, first vice president 
and program chairman, who Intro­ 
duced the speakers on the panel and 
Dr. Samuel Le Count, director of 
adult education at the College of 
Marin, the moderator of the panel. ¡ 


TRIO OF SPEAKERS 
On the panel with 
Dr. 
Geiger 
were Richard Sims, Marin county 
district attorney, and Dr. Paul Ho­ 
mer of Kentfleld, 
widely 
known 
psychoanalyst. 
“Good moral health must start in 
the home,’* the district attorney 
said in giving his views on the legal 
aspect of the moral health of the 
Juvenile. 
He explained that more 
laws are in force today for the pro­ 
tection of young people than ever 
before. 
The official said: "When a youth 
errs, he is brought into a special 
juvenile court where his case Is 
carefully weighed, taking into con­ 


sideration his age and the circum­ 
stances which'led to the misdem­ 
eanor. 
He is not treated 
as 
a 
criminal. He is given understand­ 
ing and guidance, which, in most 
cases, prevents further misconduct. 
Much of the wrongdoing is the re­ 
sult of the outlets 6f misguided 
energy.’* The district attorney said 
that while moral health should start 
in the home it should be continued 
in the school and church and sup­ 
plemented by activities offered the 
youngsters by the community. 
"Children of the future will face 
a world of tension and confusion,” 
Dr. Homer said. 
"This will cause 
an outgrowth of Insecurity which 
may be manifested in many ways, 
one of which is retraction, a re­ 
treating from present responsibili­ 
ties. 
Another reaction to tension 
is repression. This is one of the 
most dangerous because, in weak or 
childlike people, restrained emo­ 
tions eventually must come to the 
surface and very often explode in 
violence. 
NEED FOR DISCIPLINE 
"What can a psychiatrist do about 
this situation? We must' teach our 
children self 
discipline, 
starting 
from infancy. A child who has been 
frustrated will fail to develop in 
home and school and everyday life. 
A child needs control 
and 
help 
from his parents and educators and 


I these will be more welcome when 
imparted with love, good will and 
respect. 
“Individuality is one of the most 
important aspects in a well child’s 
growth and development. He must 
be made to feel he belongs and be 
given a sense of self-importance. 
Very often what appears to be of 
little consequence to an adult, is of 
great importance to a child and 
must be treated as such.” To Illus­ 
trate his point Dr. Homer cited 
several cases. 
The speaker concluded: "Modem 
day schools are helping in this res­ 
pect by having a more elastic cur­ 
riculum. 
A dose cooperation be­ 
tween the parents, school and the 
church, will give the 
child 
his 
greatest heritage, a health mind In 
a healthy body.”

YOUR HEALTH 
If Child Gets A Rash In Winter 
He May Be Allergic To Wool 


By HERMAN N. BUNDER1N, M, D 


Some of the most common, every­ 
day materials can cause a severe 
allergic reaction in people who are 
sensitive to them. Wool clothing ter 
example, can cause more or less 
serious eczema in children. 
Many children break out with a 
rash with the onset of cold wea­ 
ther and the condition lasts through 
winter and spring. These same chil­ 
dren may be entirely free of a rash 
during the summer or warm months. 
Often, the rash is recognized as 
eczema, a skin disease that brings 
redness, small pimples and blisters, 
oozing, ousting and scaling of the 
skin. 
When a child show» this type of 
rash in the winter, look for an al­ 
lergy to wooL Young children are 
smothered in wool during the win­ 
ter months—wool mittens, snow- 
suits, sweater», scarves and socks. 
You oan thus expect to find the rash 
most prominent around the front 
of the neck, the ankles and wrists, 
the back of the hands and the arms 
and legs. 
Of course, not all children with 
winter eczema are sensitive to wool, 
but a great number of such cases 
can be traced to woolen clothing. 
There Is no reason to remain in 
doubt if you suspect an allergy, for 
it is now fairly easy to make a skin 
test to confirm a diagnosis. 
If the test proves that your child 
has such an allergy, he should avoid, 
as much as possible, the wearing of 
wool against the skin. This is not 
always simple, but a bit of planning 


on your part can usually prevent the 
rash. 
Often such children 
can 
wear 
woolen clothing if the skin first is 
completely covered with cotton so 
thst no wool comes in contact with 
the skin. 
A white 
cotton 
scarf 
should be worn »round the neck to 
protect the skin from woolen outer 
clothing. 
If a child already has eczema, the 
doctor can best prescribe the proper 
salve to be applied to the rash. 
This will not only help clear it up, 
but will protect it from further ir­ 
ritation. Usually, a piece of sterile 
gaum over the salve also helps to 
protect the rash from clothing ir­ 
ritation.

YOUR HEALTH 
If Child Gets A Rash In Wintet 
He May Be Allergic To Wool 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 


Some of the most common, every­ 
day materials can cause a severe 
allergic reaction In people who are 
sensitive to them. Wool clothing for 
example, can cause more or leas 
serious eczema in children. 
Many children break out with a 
rash with the onset of cold wea­ 
ther and the condition lasts through 
winter and spring. These same chil­ 
dren may be entirely free of a rash 
during the summer or warm months 
Often, the rash is recognized as 
eczema, a skin disease that brings 
redness, small pimples and blisters 
oozing, crusting and sealing of the 
skin. 
When a child show» this type of 
rash in the winter, look for an al­ 
lergy to wool. Young children are 
smothered In wool during the win­ 
ter months—wool mittens, snow- 
suits, sweaters, scarves and socks 
You can thus expect to find the rash 
most prominent around the front 
of the neck, the ankles and wrists 
the back of the hands and the arms 
and. legs. ■ 
Of course, not all children with 
winter eczema are sensitive to wool, 
but a great number of such cases 
can be traced to woolen clothing. 
There is no reason to remain in 
doubt If you suspect an allergy, for 
it is now fairly easy to make a skin 
test to confirm a diagnosis. 
If the test proves that your child | steadily decreased, 
has such an allergy, he should avoid, 
as much as possible, the wearing of 
wool against the skin. This is not 
always simple, but a bit of planning 


on your part can usually prevent the 
rash. 
Often such children 
can 
wear 
woolen clothing if the skin first is 
completely covered with cotton so 
that no wool comes in contact with 
the skin. 
A white 
cotton 
scarf 
should be worn around the neck to 
protect the skin from woolen outer 
clothing. 
If a child already has eczema, the 
doctor can best prescribe the proper 
salve to be applied to the rash. 
This will not only help clear it up, 
but will protect it from further ir­ 
ritation. Usually, a piece of sterile 
gauze over the salve also helps to 
protect the rash from clothing Ir­ 
ritation.

Loophole in San Anselmo’s cur­ 
few law tightened on parent« of 
chOdrea out past 11 pm. when the 
cowictl Tuesday night unanimously 
adopted an amendment to th e 
existing ordinance. 
The law now holds parents liable 
for children out past the deadline 
even if they had not given definite 
consent. Previously a parent was 
held responsible only if he actually 
permitted the curfew v i o la t i o n 
which applies to youths under 18 in 
public places between 11 pm. and 
sunrise. Now» the parent is guilty 
if it is found that he knew of the 
law-breaking and had done nothing 
about it. 
San Anselmo found It necessary 
to amend the ordinance when a 
court case was dismissed when it 
was found the mother of a 15-year 
old boy found asleep in a Grey hound 
bus early in the morning proved 
she had not given permission for 
him to be out. 
Present traffic ordinance also was 
amended making it unlawful to park 
continuously for longer than 15 
minutes in any specified zones be­ 
tween 6 a.m. to midnight. Although 
-the resolution mentioned no par­ 
ticular places, it is understood the 
amendment was enacted to keep 
spaa; clear in front of drugstores in 
San Anselmo. 
Gasoline contract for city vehicles 
was awarded to low-bidder Murray 
White, San Rafael petroleum dis­ 
tributors of Seaside products, for 
Ethyl gas at 19.5 cents a gallon 
Other bidders included Shell Oil 
Co., Tide Water Associated Oil Co.,

San Anselmo Council 


Tightens Curfew Law 


Loophole to San Anselmo’» cur­ 
few law tightened on parent» of 
children out past 11 pm. when the 
council Tuesday night unanimously 
adopted an amendment to th e 
existing ordinance. 
The law now holds parents liable 
for children out past the deadline 
even if they had not given definite 
consent. Previously a parent was 
held responsible only if he actually 
permitted the curfew v i o l a t i o n 
which applies to youths under 13 in 
public places between 11 p.m. and 
sunrise. Now, the parent is guilty 
If it is found that he knew of the 
law-breaking and had done nothing 
about it. 
San Anselmo found it necessary 
to amend the ordinance when a 
court case was dismissed when it 
was found the mother of a 15-year 
old boy found asleep in a Greyhound 
bus early in the morning proved 
she had not given permission for 
him to be out. 
Present traffic ordinance also was 
amended making it unlawful to park 
continuously for longer than 15 
minutes in any specified zones be­ 
tween 6 a.m. to midnight. Although 
-the resolution mentioned no par­ 
ticular places, it is understood the 
amendment was enacted to keep 
space clear in front of drugstores in 
San Anselmo. 
Gasoline contract for city vehicles 
was awarded to iow-bidder Murray 
White, San Rafael petroleum dis­ 
tributors of Seaside products, for 
Ethyl gas at 19.5 cents a gallon. 
Other bidders included Shell Oil 
Co., Tide Water Associated Oil Co., 
Richfield Oil Corp., MobUgas Co., 


and Union Oil Co., with figures 
averaging several cents higher than 
Seaside for 400 gallons or more. 
Councilman David G. Cohn was 
appointed to serve on a citizens’ 
flood control committee following 
rattiest by Henry Muller, Kent- 
field. Muler pointed out flood con­ 
trol problem in Ross valley can be 
expected to become more aggravated 
and said the committee plans, to 
meet with Sanitary board No. 1 In 
February to discuss remedies.

They also feel that 
the speed limit is too high but turn­ 
pike officials insist that accidents 
are due to carelessness and not un­ 
interrupted high speeds. 
Construction has cost $221,500,000 
financed by bonds and an origina 
federal Public Works administra 
tion grant of $29,250,000 ip 1950 
the turnpike had a gross income of 
$7,549,880; net expenses of $1,314, 
816; interest charges $1,057,500; pro 
fit $5,177,564. 
The state plans to extend the 
turnpike 40 miles to its logical east­ 
ern terminus at the Delaware river, 
to connect with the New Jersey 
turnpike. Thus there will be one 
continuous, fast route from the 
Ohio border to the George Wash­ 
ington bridge into New York. 
The New Jersey turnpike, stretch­ 
ing from the lower Delaware river to 
the Hudson river in the north, cost 
$250 million. At present it has four 
lanes In the south and central 
sections and six in the northern 
leg. These will be widened to six 
and eight lanes. 
Sixty is the maximum speed 
There is no straightaway longer 
than three miles, no grade greater 
than three per cent. It is calculat­ 
ed that drivers are able to see 
objects only four Inches high on the 
road from a distance of 1,000 feet 
BIGGEST NOW UNDERWAY 
The nation’s biggest toll road is 
now under construction in. New 
York state. It will cover 535 miles 
from the Pennsylvania line to Buf­ 
falo down to New York City. This 
$500 million thruway is expected

Its first 
full year of operation Is expected 
to net $18 million By 1965, it Is 
hoped, that net will be doubled 
Regular New York users will be 
able to buy a special thruway li­ 
cense plate, at $10 a year, which 
will entitle them to unlimited use 
of the highway. Occasional users 
and out of state drivers will pay 
at the rate of a cent a mile. 
Two short toll roads already op­ 
erating in New York illustrate the 
high cost of maintenance. They 
are the 15-mile Saw Mill river park­ 
way and the 10-mile Hutchinson 
river parkway, both of which cost 
about $25 million to build. 
Both highways, which are operat­ 
ed by the Westchester county park 
commission, earned a gross of about 
$2,400,000 last year from motorists 
who paid a dime on each road. 
COST IS OUTLINED 
George Haight, superintendent of 
the commission, estimates that It 
costs about $10,000 to operate, light, 
and police a parkway mile every 
year. Added to that Is the annual 
expense of about $350,000 to operate 
the two toll gates. 
Connecticut has three toll sta­ 
tions, each charging ten cents per 
car, on a continuous 7-mile park­ 
way stretch from the New York 
line at Greenwich to Meriden. Toll 
receipts have totalled $10 million 
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since 1930. After the bonds ere 
paid off, the state plans to con 
tinue the tolls to pay for an exten 
slon beyond Meriden to Hartford. 
In June, 1950, New Hampshire 
opened a 15-mile toll turnpike from 
Portsmouth to Seabrook, N. H., to 
alleviate congestion on a parallel 
highway, U. S. route 1. A 60 per 
cent drop in Route 1 traific was 
reported immediately but now the 
volume is back almost to its original 
level ' 
GENERATES TRAFFIC 
However, toil roads traffic has 
increased in proportion and high­ 
way officials can only conclude that 
the new turnpike “generated new 
traffic.” 
Despite the fears of business men 
in the area, tourist trade has in­ 
creased since the toll highway open­ 
ed and 17 pew industries have been 
attracted to the Portland region, 
officials report. 
The New Hampshire turnpike 
which has two two-lane highways, 
took atgout $7 million and two and 


a half years to build. Passenger 
cars pay a flat rate of 15 cents; 
motorcycles, 10 cents, and trucks 
between 20 and 50 cents. 
In its first 12 months of opera­ 
tion, the highway yielded a gross 
income of $390,718 against expen­ 
ses of $138,576. The net was used 
toward repayment of ^ 20-year bond 
issue. 
As a result of the $20 million 
Maine turnpike motorists save 45 
minutes traveling from Portland to 
Boston. The trip on paralleling 
Route 1 used to take three hours. 
MAINE TRIPS FASTER 
The toll highway, which stretched 
45 miles from Portland to’Kittery, 
near the New Hampshire border, 
brought $688,000 in revenue in its 
first year in 1948. In 1951 the 
total climbed over $1 million. 
"If he hadn’t had the turnpike,” 
says State Planning Director Fred 
M. Eaton, "there is no doubt we 
would have had to make drastic im­ 
provements in Route 1." 


Some Route 1 businessmen still 
complain that the turnpike has 
siphoned away their trade but others 
report that the volume has In­ 
creased. 
Passenger cars pay 60 cents. Truck 
rates start there and go up to $1.50. 
Last July authorities raised the tolls 
by 25 per cent but were forced to 
restore the old rates by the Office 
of Price Stabilization.
